Allowable Subject Matter 

1 . Claims 1 & 3 are allowed. Note that the title will be changed to "A Novel Neurotrophin 
NT-7 From Carp" to more accurately identified the current invention. 

2. This application is in condition for allowance except for the following formal matters: 

This application contains sequence disclosures that are encompassed by the definitions for 
nucleotide and/or amino acid sequences set forth in 37 CFR 1.821(a)(1) and (a)(2). However, 
this application fails to comply with the requirements of 37 CFR 1.821 through 1.825 because 37 
CFR 1.821 (a)(2)(c-d) states that each sequence disclosed must appear separately in the 
Sequence Listing and in the text of the description and claims whenever described, as 
previously made of record. For example, the amendment to the specificaiton on 9/10/03 has 
deleted previously described sequences. In addtion, no figures were submitted in this 
application. Thus, the brief description of the drawings on pages 7-12 needs to be deleted. 
Additionally, the following pages are required to be amended to indicate the appropriate SEQ ID 
NO being described: 

Page 12, lines 14 & 15 for both aa and dNMP sequences; page 13, line 7 for both dNMP seq- 
uences; page 13, lines 13, 15 & 16 for both aa and dNMP sequences (note that position #s related 
to SEQ ID NO: 1 are acceptable); page 19, line 8 (SEQ ID NO: 1?). See MPEP 2422 & 2431.
